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McGill Debaters 
Win Two oUhree 



N.Y.U. Beaten, 
One Default, 
ColuinlDiaWins 

New York, Dec. 11. — A debating 
team irom McGill University en 
' faced in a leriec o( debates with 
Coltimbia University, City Colleté 
et New Yoric, New York Univer 
lily and Barnard Collese this past 
week-end^^ and won two out o( 
three debates for whicli decisions 
were rendered. The debate with 
Çity College was a non-decision 
■((air. 

The Montreal squad, coniiiting o( 
Mel Rothman, Boris Berbrier, 
Hazel O'Brien and' Betty Sinclair 
-defeated N.Y.U. by defending the 
resoliition: "That the ;Unlted, States 
should adopt nationaîisàîlôn of 
basic non-agricultural industries." 
They also beat Barnard by default 
Columbia, managed to defeat them 
by a small margin by .successfully 
^defending the resolution: "Resolv- 
ed that the western nations should 
extend the utmost military and 
. economic aid lo the present gov- 
ernment of Yugoslavia." 
. All four members of the team 
. expressed their pleasure at the ex- 
Eeriehcf derived from the debates, 
especially with Columbia, which 
debates from a philosophical ap- 
proach, customary of Ihe Ivy 
League, of which Columbia is a 
mernber. The other two univer- 
sities stressed material and con- 
tent, with oratofleal ability of only 
secondary consideration. . 

The debating excursion had, in 
the opinion of the team, much 
greater value than a mere testing 
of debating skilU. Especially In the 
case of Columbia' University nvere 
relationr .between'the-twoi univer- 
sities cemented to Jhe «xtent thai 
Columbia promised to pay McGill 
' a ylfit during a debating tour it 
expects lo undertake nhnrtly. 

Poor reception and preparatinni 
marred the debates with City Col- 
lege and NYU. one of the debater; 
said. The teams were not suf- 
ficiently; prepared and in the ca.«e 
with NYU. the judges failed to ap- 
pear and had to be replaced by 
one sub.'tifute judge. 

The McGill team felt that City 
College and N.Y.U. did not take 
the debating tournament as , seri- 
ously as. did they and Columbia, 

:a snokesman ifor the team further 
declared. This, they felt was the 
reason behind the inadequate, pro- 
visions made for the debates on 
the part of the two teams.

"Marriage is really a partnership, 
not v^thoutiaîùterlty, but many 
people enter Unto 'marriage without 
adult Ideas of what it involves," 
continued Mr, Bolton. 
. Thç Prayer Bopk.ijyy. Jn;a. brief 
form, the true fundam'entals, of 
marriage. First it is "the hallow- 
ing of a union betwixt man and 
woman." He further describes thii 
as a recognition of the natural state 
raised to its highest level. 

Mr. Boiton emphasized that ma,'- 
riage Is a sacrament with each of 
two parties acting as minister. - He 
tiso stressed the fact that marriage 
was to be regarded with the at- 
titude' "That this thing is too big 
for us. The highest love is under- 
standing love which seeks only to 
give."

Sy Hoizman affirmed "that 
the agonizing suffering of incurable 
cancer cases in the later stages 
makes public education to the need 
for euthanasia mandatory." The 
negative team denied the right of 
man to take away a life and show 
ed the possibility that, an illness 
incurable today will be curable 
tomorrow. 
1; David Dohan argued that only 
He who bias given life, can take it 
away. His çolleague.^j^Lej^iUÇybler 
demonstrated how.Hfie*fpriicl(ee of 
euthanasia would result In a night 
nurse smothering her patient in 
bed. He stated that the affirmative 
plan, would ''-be Impractical.

An exhibition ; of paltttings by 
Gordon Webber of Jireat^nterest 
to^loveirs bf modern'irtli«^ow be- 
ing held on the second floor of ,th* 
School of Architeetur*. This' exhi- 
bition will continue until later In 
the week, and i* open every day 
until 10 p.m. 

The essential idea .behind the 
whole exhibition 1* expressed in 
it* most simple term* as Space. The 
wfy in which this fascinating array 
of creative work is displayed is in 
itself conducive to this centrel 
theme. The painting* are placed 
to bfing out a feeling of apace— of 
something beyond what i** Imme- 
diately apparent to the .eye. 

The painting* are without titles. 
The reuon for thl* i* plain when 
the visitor to the exhibition real 
\tu that word* would put a de 
finite limit on the idea* being ex 
pressed. The one admonition voie 
ed by Mr. Webber when this re 
viewer visited the exhibition was 
—"Don't ask m* to Interpret each 
one, please." 
' Cordon Webber's Interest in the 
mesning and ideas of space Jias 
led him to work with students of 
architecture. Their interest in space 
is, of course, practical a* well as 
artistic — directed towards fuml 
ture, buildings, and town planning. 

The artist's paintings have come 
naturally out of ideas associated 
with and drawn out of personal 
experience. The exhibition con- 
tains work don* between 1948 and 
the present.' From pencil drawings 
the Idea of space is evolved and 
expressed in terms of shape, line, 
and color. These are kept simple 
in order not to detract the eye. 

Some of the paintings express 
space in terms of violent and 
twisting motion. These come from 
the experience of the artist in driv- 
ing over the narrow twisting roads 
of Vermont. There, trees overhang- 
ing the roads cut the light and 
space into pattern*, and these are 
worked out in the painting* in lines 
intertwining each other and bright 
color. 

The soaring movement of air 
planes and space forms the back 
ground for another painting of brll 
lianL and concentric design against 
a light wash of sky. There is a vi- 
brant painting of a stormy scene 



of dark blue, with a turmoil of co- 
lor and line. Two of the work* 
have their origin In a visit to Ver- 
sailles,,, where the architectural 
form* leading thriough the garden* 
present a feellhg of apace stretch- 
ing back. / 

Another highly Interesting paint- 
ing grew out ot the idea of space 
in a heated conservation. The Ideas 
behind the conversation, the move- 
ment forward and backward, is 
expressed in geometric design 
against .a warm orange tone of 
color. 

Other paintings are quiet in col- 
or and line — as it 'seen through 
a mist — in contrast to the fluh- 
ing, clear-cut color and motion ex-

POLITICAL CLUBS 



The following editorial is reprinted from Tlioj 
^Varsity, student newipaper at thé University of 
Toronto: 

What passes for ivory-lowcrcd dclachmenls 
is, too often, nothing more than apathetic dis- 
j.. . interest. This is particularly true in respect to 
^^tudent attitude toward political organiisations 
i^on' the campus. 

Open meetings of the four political clubs are 
meagrely attended; often only a handful of 
students turn out to hear important and valuable 
discus'ionc on political policy. 

Since it will be the students of this and other 
universities that will have a major part in deter- 
mining tlic futiire leaders in the political field, 
Lit is distressing to see the lack of interest shown 
i^n-.lhepe meetings. 
^^^^Ve are not advocating a mass mpvcmcnt 
herein every studentiVrould jpinjo^^ or another 
(-{the . organized. clu^BÏft* wç^fé^Vuggésting 
''j|};-tHa£ an awakened interest in the activities of 
' '' these clubs would be an asset to each student. 
'^l(Th e need for' keeping an open mind on poli- 
.tii^ra^uons need not be emphasized here. But 
'tf.^open"%ind does not imply an empty mind. 
Ingnorance of the precepts of the various political 
^-jfj^artifs is a failing difficult to excuse in a group 
people who will presently bn cxpcrlcci (o take 



important^ if not leading, roles in the formation 

of political policy for the country. 

In the past, Jcr^c^itting has been a popular 
activity. Strict^ncutraïfty and impartiality on 
certain questions is a good and necessary con- 
dition before the questions can be àriiVercd. In 
this case, however, fence-sitting is a weak-kneed 
c.\cus<; to refrain from- intellectual exercise. 
Neutrality in this instance is 'nothing but an 
attempt to escape from problems intimately 
affccling every one of us. . . ■ ' 

Lest what has been said be misinterpreted 
we explain that we are not. beating the-drums 
for any of the political parties or their campus 
brani.'hcs. These organizations teem to have 
enough vociferous drum-beaters of their own 
without help from The Varsity. 

We would suggest that students should for 
the sake of the benefits to themselves take a 
more active interest in the meetings of the poli- 
tical clubs on the campus. 

The democratic system of government de* 
pendi upon an intelligent electorate, fully aware 
of the principles it has to choose from. The first 
rcqui.'-cmcnt for an intelligent understanding of 
the principles is a knowledge of the reasoning 
underlying these principles. 

This knowledge can be at least partially 
realized by participation in the meetings of the 
University political clubs. ■ v^'^^^

A' second and a third trip around 
the exhibition was accompanied' by 
a growing realization that these 
students were putting me qn;jthe 
right t^ack, but something tells mi 
that I will always feel more at 
home In the familiar world of peo- 
ple and the world in which they 
live, s4èn objectively. 



At last the great moment had 
arrived.

Strong Incentive Needed 
.The means of providing an Im- 
l^éiling incentive to scientific work- 
rs is perhaps the most .challeng- 
ing problem of all. Dr. Mackenzie 
laid. "The stimulus of combat, of 
rreat profit or acclaim . . . will 
|arry man to great heights, but 
îiesé Incentives are not usually 
r'îient in scientific organizations." 
'Speaking on the need for' "first 



class men to direct research work." 
Dr. Mackenzie said, "Opportunity 
and working conditions . arc tne 
critjcal considerations" in getting 
the right men to enter thij field. 
"Top class scientists wnn]t accept 
appointments for mere dollars," he 
said. To do first class work, govern- 
ment laboratories must have men 
who demand something resembling 
university working conditions. 

Expand Graduate Facilitiei 

The large expansion in national 
government laboratories since 19.111 
means an increased requirement 
for trained personnel, Dr. . Mj^c- 
kenzie said. "It Is most important 
that tome way be found to increase 
and rtrcngthen Canadian graduate 
school facilities In pure and applied 
science," he said, "to meet this, in- 
creased and permanent demand." 

Commenting on the growth of re 
search expenditures in the last ten 
years/Dr. Mackenzie said there \[m 
never been "greater appreciation of 
the close relation between a na- 
tion's scientific effectiveness and 
its material strength and prosper- 
ity." Science Is now big business, 
he said; our 1939 clothes no longer 
fit; our responsibilities have en- 
larged; the effective years of ma- 
turity are upon us.
